Reserve Status Bill 
Sent To President 








ESERVE OFFICER status, as de- 
R fined in H. R. 3592, became a 
matter for President Hoover’s decision 
on June 27, when the Senate passed the 
bill, the House having acted favorably 
on it earlier in the week. 

The bill corrects the situation cre- 
ated by a ruling of the Treasury De- 
partment, confirmed by the Attorney 
General, to the effect that Reserve Of- 
ficers were officers of the government 
and hence could not practice, as law- 
yers, etc., before any of its depart- 
ments. Many separations from the Or- 

anized Reserve were anticipated if the 
bill had not passed. 

Discussion on the House floor was 
as follows: : 

Mr. Collins. Mr. Speaker, reserving 
the right to object, can the gentleman 

ive some reasons for the passage of 
this bill? ; 

Mr. Stafford. From my acquaintance 
with the situation, hundreds or even 
thousands of reserve officers may with- 
draw from commission as reserve offi- 
cers in case this legislation is not 
passed, so as to permit them, if they 
happen to be practicing attorneys, to 
practice before the departments. 

I feel obliged to have this bill 
brought out at the earliest possible 
moment. I may say to my friend from 
Mississippi that this bill was intro- 
duced away back, a year ago, at the 
request of the War Department, when 
the former incumbent was Secretary 
of War. It was called up in the early 
part of the year, but no action was 
taken on it because of a certain minor 
objection. 

Mr. Collins. I do not believe in the 
idea of making civil authorities sub- 
servient to the military. 

Mr. LaGuardia. This only applies 
to officers in the reserve and removes 
the disqualification that now exists 
and prevents them from practicing be- 
fore the departments. 

PR Collins. It goes further than 
at. 

_ Mr. LaGuardia. No. I do not think 

It does. 

Mr. Stafford. Under the reserve offi- 
cers’ law the reserve officer is under- 
Stood to be an officer of the Govern- 
ment. Then there is a law which for- 
bids officers of the Government prac- 
There 
are many reserve officers that are at- 
torneys at law. Why should reserve 
officers in an active state be deprived 
of the privilege of practicing before 
the departments? It is their bread 
and butter. If you do not give them 
relief, it will result in the withdrawal 
of, perhaps, 111,000 reserve officers who 
are now in the Reserve Officers’ Corps 
of the United States Army. 

Mr. Collins. Some of them ought 
to be dropped. The War Department 
recognizes this fact and have divided 
them into active and non-active officers 
aan of dropping them as they should 

0. They are placed in a non-active 
Status. A large number of these offi- 
cers could not and would not be used 
in case of war, and certainly these are 
pomene and there is no justification for 
ieee them on the rolls as reserve 
ollicers.

Cut Army’s Foreign Tours 
From Three To Two Years 


ONSIDERATIONS of morale and 
health, according to War Depart- 
ment announcement, have influenced 
the Secretary of War, Col. Patrick J. 
Hurley, to direct that, effective July 


1, the tour of duty in Porto Rico, 
Panama, and the Hawaiian Islands 
for all Army personnel is reduced 


from three to two years, thus con- 
forming to the two-year tour in China, 
Alaska, and the Philippines. 

The order will be put into effect 
gradually and eventually, consistent 
with funds available for the trans- 
portation of the Army. 

Upon request of the officers and 
men who desire it, tours may be ex- 
tended for a third year at the discre- 
tion of the Department Commander 
concerned. 

The text of the order, dated June 23, 
follows: 


“1. Effective July 1, 1930, the tour 
of duty in Porto Rico, Panama and 
Hawaiian Islands is reduced from 
three to two years. Army Regula- 
tions 605-175 and 615-210 are being 
changed accordingly. The War De- 
partment has been able to approve this 
change in tour of duty only after an 
exhaustive examination of its financial 
resources, and the institution of addi- 
tional measures to insure the most 
rigid economy in operation and main- 
tenance. 

“2. In order to accomplish the 
change of the tour of duty from three 
to two years, within the limit of funds 
appropriated for the fiscal year 1931, 
it is absolutely necessary that the 
most rigid economy be exercised and 
the following instructions observed: 

“a. The immediate relief of every- 
one concerned is not contemplated, but 
it is desired to provide for the relief 
gradually and eventually with due re- 
gard to economy. Department Com- 
manders are authorized to determine 
the priorities of those concerned and 
the best interests of the service. Dur- 
ing this adjustment extension to three 
years may be granted at the discre- 
tion of Department Commanders con- 
cerned. It is necessary that certain 
exceptions be made in the relief and 
detail of officers, and personnel will 
have to be adjusted as rapidly as pos- 
sible consistent with military needs 
and availability in rank and grade in 
order to accomplish the two year tour. 

“b. It is contemplated that officers 
and warrant officers with their de- 
pendents, as defined in the law and 
existing decisions, who have completed 
the longest time on present tour of 
duty, will be relieved first, followed 
by all others eligible for transfer in 
the same order, as transport accom- 
modations become available, and that 
it will take the greater part of the 
coming year to arrive at an exact two 
years’ schedule for all concerned. The 
operation of additional transport voy- 
ages other than those now scheduled 
will not be made, but present accom- 
modations will be utilized to full ca- 
acity.

House Group Moves 


To Modernize Ships 


ODERNIZATION of the New Mex- 

ico, Mississippi and Idaho was ap- 
proved by the House Naval commit- 
tee on Thursday when the committee 
by a vote of 15 to 2 agreed to report 
a bill authorizing the appropriation of 
$30,000,000 to overhal the three battle- 
ships. 

Debate between the Secretary of the 
Navy and Representative McClintic, D., 
of Okla., at one time and Mr. McClintic 
and Rear Adm. George Rock, CC, USN, 
at another, over the relative merits of 
battleships and aircraft, and the prac- 
ticability of equiping battleships with 
“launching decks” for bombing planes 
provided a feature of the hearings. 

Representatives McClintic and Vin- 
son, the latter the ranking Democrat 
on the committee, voted against report- 
ing the bill, and the former stated that 
he will file a minority report. Mr. 
Vinson informed the chairman that if 
he would not press action on the meas- 
ure until Fall he would give his sup- 
port at that time. 

In answer to this Chairman Britten 
stated that though he would report the 
bill as soon as the promised favorable 
recommendation from the Bureau of the 
Budget arrived, he would not. attempt 
to pass it unless the Senate would pass 
the similar bill now before the Senate 
Naval Committee. 

The Senate committee, its members 
stated, will not even take up the meas- 
ure this session, unless it passes the 
House and is referred to it. Action, 
however, next December, will be car- 
ried forward in both Houses, it was 
promised. 

Under plans of the Navy Department 
the Mississippi and Idaho will be as- 
signed to navy yards, January 1, 1931, 
if the authorization is obtained by that 
time. The New Mexico, however, will 
remain with the Fleet until the other

Lines Drawn For Vigorous 
Fight On Pact Ratification

Starting without a “corporal’s 
guard,” the opposition to ratification 
of the London Naval Treaty has as- 
sumed such proportions as to hearten 
the leaders of the movement to delay 
action and as to bring genuine concern 
to the administration. 

With the close of Congress at hand 
and the special session of the Senate 
in the offing, the lines are drawn for 
the fight that will center on the efforts 
of the opposition to postpone action 
until the fall session opens. 

Friends of the pact admit the dan- 
ger of delay and every effort will be 
made to force early action. While the 
preponderance of opinion holds that 
ratification will follow a couple of 
weeks of bitter debate, there is a real 
possibility that sufficient strength can 
be rallied to postpone final disposition 
of the Treaty. 

Several outstanding developments 
have contributed to the present situa- 
tion. 

1. The Round Robin, signed by 
twenty-three Senators, asking the 
President to postpone action. 

2. Announcement that two or three 
reservations will be submitted, each of 
which is sure to precipitate a fight on 
the floor. 

3. Submission of a minority report 
signed by four members of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee. 

4. Failure of the administration to 
take any steps to guarantee the appro- 
priation of funds to provide for the 
new construction called for under the 
provisions of the Treaty. :

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Pay-Promotion Bill 
May Die In House 


THE REED resolution linking pro- 
motion with pay appears doomed 
to die. 

After passing the Senate on June 16, 
the measure was sent to the House, an 
an attempt to take it from the Speak- 
er’s table and pass it by unanimous 
consent failing, it has remained there 
and probably will be allowed to die a 
natural death. 

No further action by the joint pay 
committee is looked for until December, 
although a meeting may be held to 
decide what will be done in the fall. 

Failure of the Reed resolution to pass 
is attributed to the opposition of the 
Military and Naval committees who re- 
gard it as an attempt to take away 
their perogatives. The measure pro- 
vided that a board of officers of the six 
services involved in the pay movement 
should be appointed by the President 
to evolve a revised system of promo- 
tion for all services and base a “modi- 
fied pay revision” upon this unform 
promotion system. 

Although blocked in the House by 
failure to secure the .unanimous con- 
sent necessary, Representative French, 
vice chairman of the pay committee, 
apparently has feit it better not to 
press the measure, and has not asked 
that it be referred to the Rules Com- 
mittee, evidently being of the opinion 
tha? it would be better to go ahead 
under the old authority. 

Mr. French told the Army and Navy 
Journal on Thursday that the commit- 
tee would probably meet before the 
close of the session, which is looked 
for before the Fourth of July, and de- 
cide just What they will do with the 
pay question. He would not prophecy 
what the course of action would be. 

Those familiar with the situation 
were of the opinion that the committee 
would take the course suggested by 
members of the House when the Reed 
resolution was being considerd—to se- 
cure the information desired about 
promotion in the services, and draw 
up the bill themselves. 

If this is done, a bill embodying 
promotion and pay would doubtlessly 
have to be referred to the legislative 
committees charged with the questions 
of promotion in the various service. At 
least these committees would fight any 
attempt to bring such a bill directly 
before Congress. 

Another suggestion made, was that 


| promotion data would be asked for and 


separate bills be drawn up, one for pay, 
and one or more for promotion. Few 
believe, however, that the question of 
promotion will be entirely excluded by 
the pay committee in any action they 
may take in the future. 

It is clear, however, that pay com- 
mittee members do not intend to meet 
this summer. Representative Barbour 
typifies the attitude of the House dele- 
gates in stating: 

“T have been willing to get to work 
on this, since the day the committee 
was appointed, and if the Senators had 
not kept putting this thing off, we 
could have had a pay bill by now. I 
can not possibly stay here this sum- 
mer to do something which I have been

Britten Bill Blocked 
Again by Technicality 














PROPONENTS of the Britten Bill 
again took a “beating” in the 
House on Wednesday, when the mea- 
sure for the second time was sent back 
to the Naval Committee because op- 
ponents were able to find flaws in the 
manner in which it was reported. 


Chairman Britten of the Naval 
Committee, called the Line Personnel 
bill up the first thing Wednesday, 
when his committee was allowed its 
second calendar day of the session. 
The previous Wednesday, the measure 
had been re-referred to the committee 
when a point of order was made that 
the report accompanying the bill did 
not specify the acts which would be 
repealed by its passage, as required 
by the rules of the House. 

This defect was remedied by Mr. 
Britten the day following, he drawing 
up another report in proper form. 
However, in submitting it to the House, 
he failed to call his committee to- 
gether to vote on the reporting of the 
bill for the second time, a necessary 
procedure. 

Representative Collins, D., of Miss., 
Taised the point of order which 
threw out the bill the second time. 
He did this, however, upon information 
furnished by Representative McClin- 
tic, D., of Okla., a member of the 
Naval Committee. Mr. McClintic sub- 
stantiated on the floor the statement 
made by the Mississippian that the 
second report had not been authorized 
by the committee meeting as such. 

McClintic told the committee at a 
meeting on Thursday that he had 
blocked the bill because he had six 
or seven amendments to submit. He

threaten ratification or even hold prom- 
ise of a successful effort to’ postpone 

final action remains to be seen. 

Upon the attitude taken by the ad- 
ministration toward the reservations, 
the outcome may depend. At least two 
reservations will be insisted upon and 
will have powerful support. Under 
the so-called Escalator clause the res- 


ervation will provide that the U. S. 
can build whatever type of ship it de- 
sires in the event England or Japan 
builds beyond the limits as the result 
of construction by Italy and France. 
A flat declaration that nothing in the 
Treaty establishes a precedent of a 
surrender of the previously claimed 
right of the U. S. to build as it pleases. 
A statement that Great Britain under 
the replacement clause can only re- 
place her six-inch gun ships with the 
same type. 

Should the administration take the 
attitude that the Treaty must be rati- 
fied “as is” and refuse to accept any 
reservations, many observers believe 
that the ranks of the opposition will 
receive many recruits. 

Still another reservation may be in- 
troduced, one providing that no pre- 
cedent shall be established by the con- 
cessions made Japan and that the 
American naval policy is predicated on 
the application of the 5-5-3 ratio to 
all types of ships. 

In connection with the discussion of 
the treaty there has been another in- 
teresting development. According to 
Mr. French, whose leadership of the 
powerful appropriation committee 
makes him a factor to consider if the 
administration is to give any public 
assurance that the ships called for the 
pact are to be built, the bill providing 
for the construction of the next five 
cruisers is abrogated by the London 
Pact. According to the provisions of 
the bill there is no specification that 
they are to be 10,000 ton, 8-inch gun 
cruisers and therefore there is no rea- 
8on why construction should not be 
started immediately as authorization 
has been granted and appropriations 
only are required. 

It seems safe to assume that certain 
Senators, friendly to ratification, will 
insist that more definite assurances be 
given that the funds for new construc- 
tion will be forthcoming than have 
yet been given. President Hoover has 
not publicly stated that the money re- 
quired for the London Treaty Navy, 
estimated at approximately a hun- 
dred million dollars, will be forth com- 
ing. All of the argument in naval cir- 
cles in favor of the Treaty are predi- 
cated on the fact that “its the best 
that could be gotten,” and that the 
Navy will be better off than it would 
without a treaty. Unless the United 
States bulds up to treaty strength as 
Great Britain and some of the other 
powers have already started to do, this 
argument falls flat. 

In many quarters it is felt that if 
Mr. Hoover had taken decisive action 
and coincident with the sending of the 
Treaty to the Senate had publicly

Meanwhile, as Congress draws to a 
close, and the real fight over ratifica- 
tion draws near, the radio discussions, 
which started with Mr. Stimson’s ill- 
starred attack on the Naval officers 
who oppose ratification, goes on apace. 
Senator Reed had his innings, and the 
latest broadcaster was Senator Mc- 
Kellar, who, on June 25, loosed an 
aerial broadside against the pact. De- 
claring that it failed to accomplish any 
of the excellent results claimed for it, 
he marshalled all of the arguments 
against it and summed up the objec- 
tions to it in the following masterful 
way: 

“Instead of providing for parity 
‘brimful and running over’ as Mr. Mac- 
Donald declared, it provided for a great 
inequality in naval fleets. 

“It provides for enormous naval 
building by America, by Great Britain 
and by Japan. 

“It will impose tax burdens on the 
American people of more than a bil- 
lion dollars. 

Holds Britain Favored 

“It prohibits America from building 
before 1936 more than fifteen 10,000- 
ton 8-inch cruisers, when her respon- 
sible naval experts, with one or two 
exceptions, appointed by Mr. Hoover, 
all declare that those ships and guns 
are for the best defense of America. 

“It requires, us to build ships of a 
kind and size that Great Britain is 
willing for us to build. It prohibits 
America from building the kind and 
size of ships and guns that America 
thinks is best for her own defense. 

“There is no way in the world for 
America without naval bases to obtain 
parity with Great Britain in cruiser 
strength except to have the larger ships 
and guns, and it is doubtful if it can be 
gotten that way. 

“It deprives America of the right 
and power to build a Navy that will de- 
fend American possessions in the Far 
East, notably in the Philippine Islands. 
All of our experts agree that we cannot 
defend the Philippine Islands on the 
basis of this treaty. 

“It prevents America from defending 
the greater part of our foreign trade 
on the high seas. Yet it leaves Great 
Britain the power to protect her com- 
merce practically everywhere. It also 
gives to Great Britain the power to put 
economic pressure on America equiva- 
lent to business ruin. 

Constitution Cited 

“Again, our sea-borne commerce is 
nearly $15,000,000,000 in value every 
year and yet we deprive ourselves by 
this treaty of the right and power to 
defend that enormous commerce wher- 
ever it may go. 

“It does not provide for the freedom 
of the seas and it denies to us the power 
to maintain that freedom for ourselves. 
And yet it leaves Great Britain the 
power to assure freedom of seas for 
herself. It will be remembered that 
even during the World War when we 
were fighting side by side with Great 
Britain she not only claimed, but exer- 
cised the right to overhaul American 
ships when she believed thir cargoes 
were going even indirectly to her ene- 
mies, and to take those cargoes into 
port and use them. 

“Again, the Constitution of the 
United States specifically grants to the 
two Houses of Congress the duty to 
‘provide and maintain a Navy.’ That 
authority is plenary in the Congress. 
Nowhere in that great instrument does 
it give the right to the Executive and 
the Senate to limit that power. And 
yet, if this treaty goes through the 
Congress will be deprived of its right 
to build and maintain the kind of Navy 
that would be to America’s defense, and 
will be required to build the kind of 
Navy that Great Britain and Japan 
want.’

serve officers are in the non-combat 
units. There are too many of this 

class. 
Mr. Cramton. I do not think that is 
the way to get rid of them. 

Mr. Collins. The departments are 
honeycombed with reserve officers. They 
are even in the Bureau of the Budget. 

Mr. Cramton. This is a bill which 
was introduced by my colleague from 
Michigan (Mr. James), who is ill and 
unable to be here. I have had some 
contact with him as it relates to the 
reserve officers of niy State, who, at 
the present time, under a recent con- 
struction of the law, are prevented 
from handling cases before the depart- 
ments. They are lawyers. This bill is 
to prevent doing that very thing. 

Mr. Collins. No. This bill reads: 

Reserve officers while not on active 
duty shall not, by reason solely of their 
appointments, oaths, commissions, or 
status as reserve officers, or any duties 
or functions performed or pay or al- 
lowances received as reserve officers, 
be held or deemed to be officers or em- 
ployees of the United States, or per- 
sons holding any office or trust or 
profit or discharging any official func- 
tion under or in connection with any 
department of the Government of the 
United States. 

Which is far beyond what the gen- 
tleman contends. 

Mr. LaGuardia. If the gentleman can 
cite any one instance other than the 
example given by the gentleman from 
Wisconsin and the gentleman from 
Michigan—— 

Mr. Collins. I want the bill to go 
over so that I can study it more care- 
fully and find out if there is any good 
excuse for its enactment. 

Mr. LaGuardia. Here is a letter 
from the Attorney General to Senator 
Brookhart with reference to a lawyer 
in his State, and it refers to this quali- 
fication referred to by the gentleman 
from Wisconsin. It would bar those 
men who happened to be lawyers on 
the reserve list from practicing before 
the department. It was never intend- 


ed to do that. 

Mr. Wainwright. Will the gentleman 
yield? 

Mr. Collins. I yield. 


Mr. Wainwright. The gentleman al- 
ways tries to be fair. Does it seem 
fair to the gentleman that a propor- 
tion of the 100,000 officers who happen 
to be lawyers and who are rendering 
this patriotic service to the Govern- 
ment without compensation should be 
handicapped in this way? Is there any 
public reason why they should be? 


Mr. Collins. I think there are many 
reasons why the bill should not be 
passed. 

Mr. LaGuardia. But this bill has 


nothing to do with that. 

Mr. Stafford. The phraseology of 
this bill could not be construed in the 
manner in which the gentleman from 
Mississippi has construed it. 


Mr. Speaks. Will the gentleman 
yield? 

Mr: Collins. I yield. 

Mr. Speaks. Let us take the cases 


of thousands of men throughout the 
United States as they are affected by 
existing law. Being of military age 
and liable for service in time of emer- 
gency they accept commissions in the 
Reserve Corps, undergo training, and 
through a systematic course of study 
and practice prepare themselves to 
properly perform their duties when 
called upon for national defense pur- 
poses. They comprise business men, 
professional men, experts, and skilled 
workmen in various lines. But under 
the law as it now stands they are 
barred from transacting business with 
any government department and thus 
deprived of a right accorded all other 
citizens other than members of the 
regular service establishments. The 
law was never intended to operate in 
this manner, and the bill under con- 
sideration is intended to correct the 
discrimination against reserve officers. 
I hope the gentleman from Mississippi 
will withdraw his objection and permit 
the bill to be passed at this time. 

Mr. LaGuardia. I hope the gentle- 
men will not object- The gentleman 
knows I will go a long way with him 
in stopping some of these military bills. 

Mr. Collins. Mr. Speaker, I with- 
draw the reservation of objection. 

Thereupon the question was put and 
the bill past.

warrant officers for whose return 
orders are now under consideration, 
Department Commanders will desig- 
nate such other officers and warrant 
officers for return to the United 
States as the limit of available trans- 
portation will allow. During this 
period of adjustment and until the 
normal two year policy is established, 
this office will be informed by cable 
on the first day of each month and at 
least three months before date of re- 
turn, the names and dates of priority 
of these officers and warrant officers 
and those whose tour the Department 
Commander has extended, in accord- 
ance with the above, and the length 
of such extension. 

“d. In the assignment and relief of 
officers, warrant officers, and enlist- 
ed men of the first three grades, as 
far as possible, such personnel will be 
limited during the fiscal year 1931 to 
those serving at stations in the 
vicinity of the east and west coasts 
in order that the minimum expense 
for mileage and transportation will be 
incurred. 

“e. In order to provide the maxi- 
mum accommodations on transports 
for authorized personnel traveling 
under orders to and from overseas de- 
partments, and between the east and 
west coasts, all transportation on 
Army transports will be limited to 
that prescribed in paragraph 2 a (1), 
(2) and (3), and emergency or excep- 
tional cases under (4), AR 30-1195. 

“f. Every possible effort will be 
made to economize in the cost of pack- 
ing and erating of household goods 
by the employment of such means as 
troop labor, reelaimed packing and 
crating material and carload_ ship- 
ments to and from ports of embarka- 
tion. Packing and crating will be ac- 
complished within the limit of funds 
regularly allotted commanders con- 
cerned for this purpose. 

“2. It is again emphasized that the 
successful change of tour of duty 
from three to two years necessitates 
the exercise of most rigid economy.”

HE sharp and significant contrast 

between military and civilian prison 
administration is the basis of a feature 
article, “A Common Sense Prison,” by 
Winthrop Martin in the July issue of 
the Review of Reviews. 

Taking the Pacific Division, U. S. 
Disciplinary Barracks, Alcatraz, Calif., 
as the basis of his findings, the author 
compares the methods in force there 
with the laxity, ineptitudes, and stu- 
pidities of our states’ prisons. With 
the co-operation of Col. G. Maury 
Cralle, commandant, he was able to 
make a close study of Alcatraz and of 
the system which enables it to rank 
as outstanding among American penal 
institutions. Industry versus idleness, 
impersonal justice versus favoritism, 
and cleanliness versus squalor are 
among the contrasts which he stresses. 

His conclusion, however, is that the 
basic cause of the Army’s success lies 
in the character and experience of its 
executive personnel. The article is il- 
lustrated with close-up interior views 
of the Disciplinary Barracks.

Automatics Increase 


THE utility of automatic and semj. 

automatic fire arms, and their rapig 
increase in numbers compared with the 
hand-operated magazine rifles in the 
U. S. Infantry can be comprehended 
from a statistical study recently made 
in the Office of the Chief of Infantry 
which shows that the proportion of 
automatic and semi-automatic weapons 
as compared to rifles in the Infantry 
Regiment has increased from 1 to 
303.3 in May, 1917, to 1 to 4.5 in June 
of this year. The latter figure is iq 
accordance with a provisional organi. 
zation recently approved. 

The evolution of the armament of 
Infantry in caliber .30 weapons ig 
clearly shown in the following review; 

In May, 1917, the Infantry regiment 
had six machine guns and 1820 rifles, 
a proportion of 1 of the former to 
303.3 of the latter. There were no au- 
tomatic rifles in this organization. 

During the World War there were 
48 machine guns (including proportion 
of Infantry Brigade guns), 192 auto. 
matic rifles and 3,200 rifles, a propor- 
tion of 1 automatic caliber .30 weapon 
to 13.3 magazine rifles. The proportion 
of machine guns to rifles was 1 to 
66.6. The proportion of automatic 
rifles to rifles was 1 to 16.6. 

In our present regiment there are 
36 machine guns, 162 automatic rifles 
and 1852 rifles, a proportion of 1 ar 
tomatic weapon to 9.4 rifles. The pro- 
portion of machine guns to rifles is 1 
to 51.4. The proportion of automatie 
rifles to rifles is 1 to 11.5. 

In the provisional organization re- 
cently approved there are to 64 
machine guns, 324 automatic rifles and 
1751 rifles, a proportion of 1 automatic 
weapon to 4.5 rifles. The proportion 
of machine guns to rifles is to be 1 to 
27.3. The proportion of automati 
rifles to rifles is to be 1 to 5.4.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP - 
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LEAGUE OF NATIONS’ NAVY CROPS UP AT CAPITOL 

NE OF THE MOST zealously guarded secrets of the Navy, a document, hid- 
O den away in the archives of the department, whose very existence has never 
heen officially admitted, came to public notice during the hearings this week on 
the $30,000,000 battleship modernization measure. ae 
According to service gossip, more than a decade ago a plan was poe e _ 

by naval officers in the department, acting as a special board, for a a re) 
Nations Navy. It provided for the creation of an international naval police force 
to which each of the nations belonging would contribute a share; officered and 
manned by personnel from the different navies; and acting as the Treaty Navy. 
In detail it called for representation among the officer personnel with the 
commander-in-chief alternating and the different ship commands assigned equit- 
ably to the different navies. For instance, aboard one of the league battleships, 
a French officer would hog - captain, a Britisher the executive, an American the 
i and so down the line. ; : 
a, A are two versions as to the origin of the plan. One is that while Presi- 
dent Wilson was negotiating at Versailles, a hurried order was cabled over for 
the Navy Department to prepare such a plan to serve as the starting point of 
the creation of an international force and that Operations designated certain offi- 
s repare it. 
iy The other version is that the idea was born here and the plan worked out 
for use if called for. It is generally accepted that, the plan died aborning and 
was never sent abroad for use in the negotiations. 
Until the recent disclosure, however, it has been almost a myth, so carefully 

has its existence been guarded. Several weeks ago, while the London Confer- 
ence was on, Mr. McClintic wrote to the Acting Secretary of the Navy, Mr. 
Jahncke, asking that this plan be looked up in the departmental files and sent 
up to the House Naval Affairs Committee. In reply Mr. Jahncke declined to 
submit the document because of its highly confidential nature. This letter was 
read to the committee by Mr. McClintic and thus for the first time there is offi- 
cial confirmation of the rumors that such a document existed. } 
Whether this disclosure will find its way into the Senatorial fight over ratifi- 
cation of the present treaty is causing speculation. Having but little direct bear- 
ing on the London pact, however, and the indications being that neither Mr. 
McClintic nor his committee shows any intention of pressing his request for the 
document, it is expected that the “sensation” will die a natural death. 


WAR-RANK BILL ADDS TWO FULL GENERALS TO RETIRED LIST 


INAL approval of the War Time rank bill, given when President Hoover signed 

the measure June 21, adds two full generals to the retired list and affects 
a total of 715 officers now on the retired list. Maj. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, USA., 
ret., former member of the Supreme War Council, and Maj. Gen. Peyton C. March, 
USA., ret., war-time Chief of Staff, both became full generals on the retired 
list. Maj. Gens. Hunter Liggett, ret., and Robert .L. Bullard, ret., who com- 
manded the First and Second American Armies, respectively, in France, become 
lieutenant fienerals on the retired list. All of them receive the pay and allowances 
of a major general, retired. 

Only five American Army officers have reached the permanent grade of full 
general on the active list. They are: George Washington, Ulysses S. Grant, 
William T. Sherman, Phil H. Sheridan, and John J. Pershing. Tasker H. Bliss 
and Peyton C. March are now added to the retired list. The only other full 
general in our Army is Charles P. Summerall who holds that rank temporarily 
by virtue of being the present Chief of Staff. He is the only full general on the 
active list. 

Of the 14 lieutenant generals who have been promoted to that grade, 11 
have attained their rank while in active service, as foJlows: George Washing- 
ton, Ulysses S. Grant, William T. Sherman, Phil H. Sheridan, John M. Schofield, 
Nelson A. Miles, Samuel B. M. Young, Adna R. Chaffee, John C. Bates, Henry 
C. Corbin, and Arthur MacArthur. 

Generals Hunter Liggett and Robert L. Bullard exercised command in war 
as temporary lieutenant generals, but their permanent appointments were gained 
under the provisions of this act, after retirement from active service as major 
generals. They join Lieutenant General Edgar Jadwin who retired with increased 
rank by virtue of his service in the building of the Panama Canal.

GEN. DEAKYNE, STAYING AS COLONEL, SETS PRECEDENT 


UPoN expiration of his term of office as Assistant to the Chief of Engineers, 

~ on June 26, Brig. Gen. Herbert Deakyne was assigned by the Chief of En- 
gineers, Maj. Gen. Lytle Brown, to duty as a member of the Board of Engineers 
for Rivers and Harbors, with the approval of the Secretary of War. The knowl- 
edge possessed by Gen. Deakyne of current projects of the board, and the vol- 
ume of business before it, requiring the undivided attention of an officer of Gei. 
Deakyne’s knowledge and evperience, were cited by the Chief of Engineers in his 
application to make the assignment.

Allow Transportation 


OFFICERS and men of the Navy 

transferred to a Navy Yard in 
connection with the fitting-out of a 
vessel, can now receive transportation 
for their dependents when the date 
set for the commissioning of the ves- 
sel, as indicated in the Navy Direc- 
tory, is five months or more later 
than the orders to the officer or man, 
the latest Bureau of Navigation Bul- 
letin announces. 


Previous to the adopthon of this 
policy, the Comptroller General had 
disapproved claims covering such trav- 
el, on the ground that the officer or 
man did not have a new station until 
the ship had been commissioned and 
@ home yard assigned. 

The Bureau submitted several 
claims to the Comptroller. General with 
recommendation that the same policy 
be followed in connection with such 
orders as is followed where men are 
ordered to a school for training; that 
is, duty In excess of five months would 

considered permanent duty. The 
Comptroller agreed to the policy. It 
is now being followed and will be in- 
cluded in an amendment to the trans- 
portation instructions, to be issued to 
the service within the next few weeks. 

If the officer or enlisted man pur- 
chases transportation for dependents 
from Personal funds and the date of 
commissioning of the vessel is delayed, 
80 that the duty is in excess of five 
months, claim can be submitted and 
the officer or man is entitled to re- 
imbursement. In cases where trans- 
portation has been purchased from 
Personal funds, claim can be submit- 
ted, after the vessel has been commis- 
Sened and a home port or home yard 
as been assigned, and reimbursement 
will be based on cost of transportation 
en the last permanent station to the 
ome yard or home port of the ship, 
@s assigned,

HIS IS AN APPEAL to the country to express its dissatisfaction with the 

attempt in Congress to thwart its will by refusing to grant an increase 
in pay to the Services. The situation precipitated in the House when the 
resolution of the Congressional Pay Commission was presented in an indi- 
cation of what will happen to both pay and promotion legislation. Congress 
greases the way for pork legislation; it places stumbling blocks in the way of 
legislation which it thinks will not be prolific of votes. National defense is 
the business of everybody, the responsibility of no one person. Therefore, 
what is done for it is done reluctantly and only in response to public opinion. 





E POINT OUT to the members of both Houses that in the matter of decent 

pay to the Services there is an emphatic sentiment on the part of all the 
people. Business has declared for it. Labor has declared for it. Patriotic 
Societies have declared for it. The Press has declared for it. We know these 
several branches of American life acted with full knowledge. There was nothing 
perfunctory about their decision. We appeal to them again to express their 
views, to denounce a devious procedure wholly unnecessary and designed solely 
to delay and possibly scrap. legislation. 





NCLE SAM’S POCKETS are bulging with money. On July 1, you will read 

that the fiscal year closed with a tidy surplus. A few days ago, the President 
called the leaders in Congress to the White House and warned them of a deficit 
at the end of the next fiscal year. This cry of wolf has been heard before. It is 
the usual clamor raised when the Administration and Congress, having got what 
they want, do not desire to give to the people what they want. The politicians 
re anxious to continue the one percent reduction in income taxes. That will 
give them something to talk about. But we can say with confidence that the 
people would rather pay that one percent and provide compensation for the 
Services which will enable them to live in the comfort they should have. Ask 
the average man, and he will tell you that for officers and soldiers adequate pay 
is imperative. 





HAYS APPEALED TO THE country, we reiterate our appeal to the Services, 
and especially to the Army, to take the one course which will enable legisla- 
tion, that is unanimity on both pay and promotion. We know this will mean 
continued injustice, and no one regrets it more than we. But it is apparent 
that whatever is given by Congress will be given reluctantly, that every com- 
plaint, no matter how important or unimportant, will be seized upon as another 
reason for non-action. Remember that the move of the Congressional Pay Com- 
mission was designed to prevent the passage of any measure at all or at least 
to delay its passage. The one way to block it is by acting as an unit. Let the 
Army follow the example of the Navy and agree upon a bill. The Navy measure 
is unsatisfactory to many, but because it represents an advance it is accepted. 
Let the Army do likewise. 





WHILE WE ARE TALKING of peace, France and Italy are preparing for war. 
We know how Mussolini has been rattling the sabre. Now Premier Tardieu, 
of France, has announced a policy under which his government will be able to 
strike an enemy at an hour’s notice. This is to be done by having factories 
ready to turn out unlimited quantities of supplies and by the construction of 
strategic railways, specifically toward the Italian frontier. If war should come 
between the two Mediterranean powers might it not extend as did the World 
War and embrace all nations? Isn’t it the height of prudence for the Umited 
States to be prepared, and especially to be prepared by having contented and 
efficient regular establishments? And can contentment and efficiency be ob- 
tained if men are worrying about expenses? 





GFADUALLY, THERE is permeating the country knowledge of the character 
and contents of the London Treaty. We have been in the Middle West this 
week, and we find a oe coe of information regarding the terms of 
that instrument. We have ed with many, and especially the men on the 
streets. They believe we have been sold again and that the part of wisdom 
would be for the Senate to refuse its advise and consent. It is not understood 
why the ratio established by the Washington pact was disturbed to our damage, 
why, with all the money we have, we are content to accept inferiority, and why 
we surrendered the right to build naval bases in the East and got nothing’ for it. 
Moreover, why should we build cruisers which are of no use to us? Why have 
we abandoned the age-long policy of providing ships with heavy armament? 
Moreover, the secrecy surrounding the negotiations do not sit well with the

Carrier To Be Built 


IDS for the construction of aircraft 

carrier No. 4 have been advertised 
for by the Navy Department, the clos- 
ing date for receiving them to be Au- 
gust 12, 1930. 

The new carrier, the first to be espe- 
cially designed as such from the keel 
up, was authorized by the Act of Feb- 
ruary 13, 1929, along with fifteen light 
cruisers. 

With the carriers Saratoga and Lex- 
ington, converted battle cruisers, and 
the Langley, a converted collier, the 
Navy will have an aircraft carrier ton- 
nage of 90,086, somewhat short of the 
135,000 tons allowed under the Wash- 
ington treaty. Carrier No. 4 will be 
smaller than the other three, its dis- 
placement being only 13,800, which is 
in accordance with the policy of using 
up the tonnage allowed in this class 
in more and smaller carriers. 

Under the terms of the act, the new 
carrier was to be undertaken prior to 
June 30, 1930, to cost, including armor 
and armament, not to exceed $19,000,- 
000, but allowed it to be undertaken 
in the next fiscal year, if this was not 





gone. Appropriations for the current 


fiscal year to be used for the new 
carrier total $600,000, while $3,450,000 
is provided for next year.

Post Exchange Hints 


(The following article, which con- 
tains some of the principal things kept 
in mind by successful Post Exchange 
men, was prepared for this edition by 
one who has won praise for his Ex- 
change from many visitors as well as 
those on his post.) 


post EXCHANGE Management and 
Operation consists in general of: 1, 
Purchasing; 2, Display; 3, Pricing of 
merchandise; 4, Sales; 5, Development 
of Mail Orders; 6, Systems of account- 
ing; 7, Business Policy. 

In the procurement of stores for re- 
sale in the Post Exchange, great care 
should be exercised that only nation- 
ally advertised merchandise is pur- 
chased, and this from reputable whole- 
salers or manufacturers. 


The amount of stock which an Ex- 
change should carry will vary with the 
location of the Exchange, and the time 
it takes to procure new stock. Thus 
an exchange located in or near an in- 
dustrial city should be able to keep 
it’s inventory at a minimum, while an 
exchange in the “sticks” would prob- 
ably be compelled to carry a fair sup- 
ply of the basic items at all times. 
For the purpose of finance it is a good 
plan to have merchandise ordered in 
such a way that it will reach the ex- 
change a day or two after inventory. 
This will help very materially in com- 
plying with sub par d par 8 AR 210-65. 

There may be some doubt in the 
Exchange Officers’ mind as to whether 
or not a manufacturer of nationally 
advertised goods will sell the quan- 
tity which the exchange could pur- 
chase without overstocking. Generally 
speaking manufacturers are willing to 
stretch a point in this matter and will 
permit Exchanges to purchase in quan- 
tities to suit their needs. They do this 
for several reasons, a very good one 
being that the goods which men get 
to know and like while in the service 
will be the goods they will purchase 
and use after returning to civil life. 

Mail Order Purchasing 

Any exchange with a wide awake 
management can develop a tremendous 
mail order business. There are hun- 
dreds of wholesale merchandise houses 
throughout the country readily avail- 
able to any exchange no matter where 
Its location may be. Catalogues can 
be procured by just writing for them, 
and these catalogues stacked up on a 
nice desk or table in the Main Store 
of the exchange, or wherever most of 
the patrons congregate will sell the 
merchandise without much sales effort 
on the part of the exchange personnel. 
here are a few things to be kept in 
—_ In connection with mail order 
usiness. Some people will, unless pre-

The discounts should be plainly marked 
on all catalogues, this will make for 
an easy functioning of the mail order 
department and will prevent disputes. 
Direct Purchases 

By this is meant the business dorie 
on Exchange Purchase Orders. It will 
generally include all kinds of mer- 
chandise readily accessible in the town 
nearest the exchange, provided this 
town is within reasonable driving dis- 
tance, and is an especially good way 
to do business when an exchange is 
located in a large city, furniture, ra- 
dios, musical instruments, clothing for 
men and women, toys, sporting goods, 
firearms, household utensils, rugs, 
hardware and electrical goods of all 
kinds can readily be purchased at a 
great saving to the individual officer or 
enlisted man, and without any risk 
whatever to the exchange as nothing 
is carried in stock. The percentage 
of profit to be made on such sales will 
depend on the size of the purchasing 
staff which the sales must support, 
but in no case should this percentage 
run below the actual overhead of the 
exchange. For instance, if an ex- 
change is doing a business of say $20,- 
000.00 per month and the general ex- 
penses, including salaries of the whole 
office force are $1,000,00 the actual ov- 
erhead is 5%. It undoubtedly is bad 
business policy to make any sales at 
a smaller profit than this percentage, 
as it is very probable that a larger 
comparative percentage of the time of 
the purchasing staff is spent on direct 
purchases than on any other kind of 
purchasing.

Besides giving the exchange patrons 
first hand information on what is be- 
ing carried in stock, a nice display 
tends to beautify the store. In the 
personnel of every exchange there is 
sure to be at least one man with an 
artistic touch, and he should be given

charge of decorating and display. Very 
often tobacco companies and others in- 
terested in free advertising will gladly 
trim windows or show cases with their 
skilled personnel. 

Police 

Proper policing is a very important 
factor in any exchange. A well scrub- 
bed store with polished floors and 
show cases always gives a pleasing 
impression. Cases should be polished 
once each week and floors should be 
waxed and polished as often as is 
necessary. Keeping things spotless 
will discourage people who are _ in- 
clined to throw scraps on the floor. 
Receptacles should be provided for 
such things as chewing gum and candy 
wrappers and the other debris which 
accumulates around a store. A nicely 
painted can with a swinging top which 
closes automatically not only keeps 
the floors clean but beautifies the room 
or hallway. 

Sales 

Should be kept by departments. In 
the case of charge sales each depart- 
ment should have its own sales books, 
which should be checked up each morn- 
ing by the steward and periodically 
by the exchange officer, and at the end 
of each month by the exchange auditor. 
Cash and coupon sales should be reg- 
istered and if possible a cash register 
should be provided for each depart- 
ment. Coupons can be registered on 
the same register as cash by having an 
attachment added to the register which 
will indicate what sales are “Coupon.” 
Pressing a key will cause this marker 
to appear and will also mark the item- 
ized tape on the machine. Jawbone 
should not be countenanced. 

Accounting 

In addition to the officers detailed for 
the inventory and audit of the ex- 
change it would be well to have a cer- 
tified public accountant go over the ac- 
counts and records at the end of each 
month. The cost of such an account- 
ing would probably be about $50.00 
per month, but the benefits that derive 
from it may far exceed this amount. 
If the. first place public accountants 
have a wide knowledge of business 
principles which can be applied to ex- 
change management, and they are in- 
variably willing to make practical rec- 
ommendations which will improve con- 
ditions in the exchange. The fact that 
a public accountant is employed will 
have an effect to prevent pilfering. 

Selling Prices 

Selling prices should be in general 
equally as low as those of chain stores. 
There will, however, be classes of mer- 
chandise on which it will not be pos- 
sible to meet chain store prices on ac- 
count of the quantities which they are 
able to purchase, and the extra volume 
discounts they receive. Another fea- 
ture which operates against an ex- 
change is that in chain stores some ar- 
ticles are marked up to bear a very 
large percentage of profit, and it is 
not permitted in exchanges. Large 
sales in this latter class will enable the 
management to make a compensating 
reduction in their mark up on other 
merchandise and still maintain a fair 
average profit. In general, merchan- 
dise in exchanges should be sold at 
15% profit. Articles that sell quickly 
should be sold at a smaller percentage 
than those which do not. Thus cigar- 
ettes should be marked up not more 
than 10% while shoes and clothing 
should be marked up 20%. Another 
thing to consider is the matter of what 
articles are luxuries and what are ne- 
cessities. Luxuries should bear a 
larger profit than necessities. 

General 

Don’t forget the purpose of an ex- 
change is to supply troops with articles 
of ordinary use, wear and consumption 
not supplied by the government, to af- 
ford troops a means of rational amuse- 
ment and recreation, and when neces- 
sary to provide funds for the improve- 
ment of company messes. The athletic 
oe should never have any difficulty 

securing funds from the Post Ex- 
change Council for the promotion of 
enlisted athletics. Nothing makes a 
bigger hit with the men than to know 
that their exchange is right with them 
wen it comes to furnishing the *money 
to purchase athletic equipment. 

Don’t forget that a large percentage 
of the profits of exery exchange are 
derived from sales to officers and their 
families. The officer and his family get 
no dividends nor athletic equipment 
from the exchange, therefore, make it 
possible for them to save wherever 
possible and as much as possible for 
comparatively speaking the officers pay 
is no be‘ter than the enlisted man’s pay. 
In the matter of large sales to officers 
it should be possible for them to make 
partial payments over a period of three 
months or ia exceptioral cases nore.

6. Filling Station, Tire Repair and 
Accessory Branch — Gasolines, oils, 
kerosene, tires, tubes, tire repairs, and 
all auto accessories. 

7. Automobile Repair Shops, Bat- 
tery Department, Painting, Grease 
and Wash Racks—All makes of cars 
repaired, washed, painted, and greased.

rangement an account can be consid- 
ered settled by the 10th of each month 
if the officer concerned has paid the 
monthly installment agreed upon. This 
sort of thing should not be extended 
to include purchases under $50.00, and 
should in every case be approved by 
the Exchange Officer personally. 
Don’t forget that the operation of a 
Post Exchange is, after all, only a side 
issue in the Military Service, and that 
discipline applies to the personnel just 
as much as to number three of the 
rear rank in close order. The enlisted 
personnel of an exchange should be 
required to observe the regulations on 
Military Courtesy Just as much as any 
other enlisted personnel. While there 
are no regulations governing civilian 
personnel, each exchange officer is re- 
quired to prescribe and enforce rules 
of order, which can be extended to 
cover conduct of civilian employees in 
their relations with officers and en- 
listed men and their families. Cour- 
tesy in an exchange is a mighty im- 
portant factor.

It maintains a large, well equipped 
service station, with gasoline and oil 
at considerably below outside prices, 
and also a tailor shop, restaurant and 
shoe repair shop. 

A branch store, well located for 
convenience of the CMTC and ROTC 
during summer, is also maintained, as 
is a branch at the target range 5 miles 
distant, during range season. 

Monthly business of approximately 
$15,000 is transacted, with all sale 
prices at considerably below outside 
retail commercial houses. The vol- 
ume of business and careful buying 
permits wholesale dealers purchase 
prices on practically all needs. Stand- 
ing substantial appropriations from 
profits for athletic activities, the 
Chaplain, etc. Balance of dividends 
to organizations of the post. 








Benicia Arsenal, Calif. 




















An example of the convenience to 
post personnel and of actual savings 
to the government, is afforded by the 
recent action of the Post Exchange at 
Benicia Arsenal, Calif. The USA Mo- 
tion Picture Service had been main- 
taining a silent picture show on the 
post for several years at an average 
net loss to the government of over 
$2,000 per year. Due to the isolation 
of the post, some recreation was nec- 
essary. The Post Exchange officer 
was successful in negotiating with a 
talking picture house in a nearby town 
and made arrangements’ whereby 
tickets were sold in bulk to the Post 
Exchange at 22% cents each. These 
tickets are sold to the post personnel 
on either a cash or credit basis at a 
cost of 25 cents, only 60 per cent of 
the regular admission price. This ac- 
tion, coupled with providing bus ser- 
vice from the post to the town and re- 
turn four times a week, enables the 
men to see the best and latest talkies 
at the same price as was formerly 
charged at the War Department thea- 
ter for silent pictures. The War De- 
partment theater has been closed, sav- 
ing a large sum, and the men are get- 
ting better entertained at the same 
price. Although the post personnel 
numbers less than 70, over 500 tickets 
a month are sold through the ex- 
change, netting a profit of over $12.50 
a month, which goes to the company 
funds in the form of dividends.

The Post Exchange at the Dela- 
ware Ordnance Depot, occupies. the 
lower north end of the company bar- 
racks building, making it available to 
the personnel without leaving the 
building. The Post Exchange is a 
most complete and up-to-date store, 
stocking practically everything a man 
might desire, whether it be candy, cig- 
arettes, tooth paste, towels, under- 
wear, ties, etc. 

The coin system of credit is in ef- 
fect and an effort is constantly 
made to carry everything needed at 
all times. The close proximity to New 
York and other large cities makes it 
possible to order frequently in small 
lets, thereby keeping fresh stock al- 
ways on hand. 

The convenience of the exchange is 
evidenced by its success, for the 
monthly volume of sales averages 
about $600. This is very good, consid- 
ering there is only one company, the 
5ist Ordnance Company (Ammuni- 
tion) with an authorized strength of 
53 men, a small Medical Corps, Sig- 
nal Corps, Quartermaster Corps, and 
Headquarters detachment stationed 
here. 

The profits of the exchange are 
used mainly for the promotion of ath- 
letics and as dividends to the organiza- 
tion, from which purchases of recrea- 
tional equipment, day-room furniture 
and other things contributing to the

made.

Commission Chester 


‘THE USS Chester, 10,000-ton light 
cruiser, has been placed in commis- 
sion at the Philadelphia Navy Yard. 
Capt. Arthur Philip Fairfield, USN, 
will command thte Chester, which after 
a shakedown cruise to the Mediterr- 
anean will join Light Cruiser Division 
5, Scouting Fleet, about September 14. 
The Chester is the fifth ship com- 
missioned of the program of eight 10,- 
000-ton light cruisers, authorized by 
Act of December 18, 1924. The three 
ships of this program still under con- 
struction are the USS Louisville, Chi- 
cago and Augusta. A report made by 
the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair on June 10 showed the Louisville, 
building at Puget Sound Navy Yard, to 
be 85.1 per cent completed; Chicago, 
building at Mare Island Navy Yard, 
to be 82.4 per cent completed; Augusta, 
building at the Newport News Ship- 
building and Dry Dock Corporation, to 
be 78.6 per cent finished. 











AERONAUTICAL NOTES. 














F TRUBEE DAVIDSON, Assistant 

Secretary of War for Aeronautics, 
has approved contracts for 876 new 
airplane engines, to be installed in the 
402 new planes for which contracts 
were recently awarded totaling $5,963,- 
419.30. These contracts involve an out- 
lay of $4,336,559.59 from funds avail- 
able, and made available, under the ap- 
propriations for the Army Air Corps 
for the fiscal years 1930-31, and covers 
a contract to the Pratt & Whitney Air- 
craft Corp. for $3,802,763.32 for 684 
“Wasp,” 450 h.p. engines and spare 
parts, and one for $1,533,796.27 to the 
Curtis-Wright Corp., covering 40 model 
D-12-E, 420 h.p. engines, 152 model V- 
1570, 600 h.p. engines, and spare parts. 


The new seaplane runway at the 
Naval Reserve Aviation Base at Squan- 
tum, Mass., is nearly completed and 
will be put into use sometime in the 
near future. Grading of the newly 
filled portion of the landing field has 
continued satisfactorily. 


Tests of Kelsey-Hayes wire wheels 
fitted with Dixon type hub brakes have 
been conducted at the Naval Air Sta- 
tion at Hampton Roads. This equip- 
ment was mounted on an 02U-4. The 
XF5B-1 tail skid was broken for the 
second time during its second landing 
at. this station. Repairs are being 
made in order to conduct routine tests 
of this plane. 


As a result of open purchase bid- 
ding (sealed bids) the Navy Depart- 
ment has awarded a contract for 272 
aircraft engines to the Wright Aero- 
nautical Corporation. The contract 
also includes spare parts. Total cost 
of contract, $2,030,930.90. 

These engines are the Wright “Cy- 
clones,” of 575 horsepower. Seventy- 
two will have direct drive, while 200 
will have geared drive. With direct 
drive the propellor revolves at the 
same number of revolutions as the en- 
gine; while with the geared drive the 
propeller revolves slower than the ac- 
tual engine revolutions. 

The engines covered in this contract 
will be installed in new aircraft; in 
single and twin engined torpedo and 
bombing planes, and in twin engined 
patrol planes (large flying boats em- 
ployed in long range coastal patrol 
work). ; 

The “Cyclone” is a radial, air-cooled 
engine, developed by the Wright Aero- 
nautical Corporation for the Engine 
Section of the Bureau of Aeronautics. 





The Navy Department has awarded 
a contract to the Detroit Aircraft 
Corporation of Detroit, Mich., for 32 
Torpedo and Bombing Planes. These 
airplanes have the combined function 
of both the Torpedo plane and the high 
altitude bombing plane. 

Both float and wheel type landing 
gear will be supplied; conversion from 
landplane to seaplane can be readily 
effected. 

These planes will carry a 1,500 pound 
torpedo, a 1,000 pound or Three 500- 
pound bombs, two free machine guns, 
and long range radio. They can be 
operated from Carriers or as seaplanes 
from Tenders or Coastal Naval Air 
Stations. They will be powered by The 
Wright “Cyclone” 575 horsepower en- 
gines, of recent contract. 

This is the first Navy contract 
awarded the Detroit Aircraft Corpora- 
tion, and totals $827,349.50; including 
spare parts. However, the Aircraft 
Development Corporation of Detroit, 
a subsidiary of the Detroit Aircraft 
constructed the Navy’s metal clad dir- 
igible, the ZMC-2. 


A project of considerable importance 
to aerial transportation in the Terri- 
tory of Alaska is being undertaken by 
three Air corps pilots and a member 
of the Alaskan Road Commission by 
making a study of the general flying 
and landing conditions over this terri- 
tory. 

Participants will be Capt. William 
S. Graveley, of Kelly Field; George 
W. Goddard, of Chanute Field; 1st Lt. 
Levi L. Beery, of Wright Field; Maj. 
Malcolm Elliott, CE, president of the 
Alaskan Road Commission, or his rep- 
resentative, and two Air Corps en- 
listed mechanics. 

Two new types of Sikorsky amphib- 
ians, the S-39 and the S-41, have ar- 
rived on the Naval Air Station, Ana- 
costia, for unofficial demonstrations. 
Both planes have the characteristic 
Sikorsky hull and empennage, and the 
general lines of both resemble the well 
known §S-38, with the exception of the 
stub wings, which have been replaced 
by streamlined outriggers to the aux-

as the best shop of its type in the 
Army. Also, in October last, Maj. 
Gen. Ely, commanding the Second 
Corps Area, was so well pleased with 
the appearance and prices of articles 
handled, that he sent a board of offi- 
cers from the harbor posts to make a 
study of its system. 








Ft. Monmouth, N. J. 




















The Post Exchange at Ft. Mon- 
mouth, operates a store and gasoline 
filling station. In addition to these 
activities, four civilian concessions, 
barber, tailor, cobbler and restaurant, 
are run under Post Exchange super- 
vision. The store is of benefit and 
convenience to all members of the 
garrison. To supplement the stock, 
the exchange handles a considerable 
volume of sales through local mer- 
chants and wholesalers in New York 
and Chicago. The gasoline station is 
of particular value to officers, while 
the restaurant is outstanding in con- 
venience and benefit to enlisted men. 
Recently the barber shop was remod- 
eled and modern equipment installed. 
We believe it is now one of the finest 
in the Army. 

The Post Exchange sales run from 
$8,000 to $11,000 per month. Restaur- 
ant sales average $4,000 a month. The 
profits of the exchange are used for 
three purposes. A part is turned over 
to the custodian of the post fund for 
post activities such as athletics, post 
band and library. Part is set aside 
to build up a reserve fund. The bulk 
of the net profits is declared in divid- 
ends to organizations of the post to 
support company and detachment 
recreational activities. 











Ft. Bragg, N. C. 




















In August, 1927, the Ft. Bragg Post 
Exchange lost over $32,000 in the fail- 
ure of the National Bank of Fayette- 
ville. In May, 1929, were  consoli- 
dated with it the unit exchanges of 
the 5th FA, the 16th FA, the 17th FA, 
and the post staff. At that time these 
five exchanges, all of which had suf- 
fered severe losses in the bank failure, 
required the services of five officers 
(to say nothing of exchange councils) 
and 36 enlisted men. 

Following consolidation, this was re- 
duced to two officers and 13 enlisted 
men, four of which latter are main or 
branch stewards. A large increase in 
civilian help was made, as may be 
realized when it is stated that the to- 
tal of exchange employees is 64. 

The Exchange does an annual busi- 
ness of over half a million dollars, has 
paid dividends of 50 cents per man per 
month for the past year, in addition 
to special dividends for the support of 
the post school, the Chaplain’s Fund, 
completely and modernly equippedea 
etc. It operates a main exchange, 
meat, grocery, vegetable, special order 
and sundry departments. In its main 
building are the offices, shoe store 
and ladies’ wear department, a boot- 
black stand, and tailoring shop, where 
civilian clothes and uniforms may be 
had, tailored or ready made. 

There are three branches, averaging 
each about $6,000 in general merchan- 


dise stock. One of these operates 
only during the summer training 
period and three-fourths of its net 


profits accrue to the trainees. 

There is a cafe whose annual sales 
reach $50,000, a news-sitand, a car re- 
pair shop, a completely equipped fill- 
ing station, and a photograph gal- 
lery. 

The Exchange operates its own 
dairy, with a herd of 60 producing 
over 16,000 pounds of milk: per month. 
Our milk is sold at four cents a quart 
less than that sold by the dairies in 
the vicinity, and the quality of its 
product may be tested by the fact that 
no other nearby dairy can meet the 
rigid requirements of the post medical 
authorities. 

The most profitable department of 
the Exchange is the pig farm, where 
several hundred registered hogs dis- 
pose of the garbage by-product of the 
post kitchens. 

All the farm departments are under 
the direction of 1st Lt. John W. Tilsy, 
Cav., Reserve. Mr. Tilsey, an agricul- 
tural graduate of the University of 
Illinois, has brought modern methods 
to his management and shown great 
energy in reducing overhead. He has 
planted considerable acreage in soy 
beans and other leguminous fodder 
and last season cut sufficient ensilage 
te last the dairy herd through the

“Tt is this feature in which I am par- 
ticularly interested as president of the 
Infantry Association, and it is this fea- 
ture which has supplied the underlying 
motive of this meeting. 

“Now just a word as to a business or- 

ganization under which an affiliation 
may be carried out. This matter is dis- 
cussed at length in the last number of 
the Infantry Journal, reprints of which 
we shall be glad to furnish.

“As I have before stated, the princi- 
pal object which the Infantry Associa- 
tion desires to accomplish is an‘ im- 
provement of the service journals and 
the rendition of more and better service 
to the members of the service associa- 
tions—believing that benefits to the 
service at large and to the Infantry in 
particular can and should go hand in 
hand. 

“Very briefly, the Infantry Associa- 
tion has adopted this method for the 
conduct of its business affairs for the 
reason that the Association wishes its 
Secretary to be entirely free from 
everything except the production of a 
journal which will be of greatest value 
to the Infantry in particular and to the 
service in general, and the rendering of 
the greatest possible service to the 
members of the association. It does 
not desire to conduct business for the 
purpose of making profits except in so 
far as it is necessary to make up the 
deficiencies incurred in the publication 
of the journal and the rendering of the 
service called for in its constitution. 
For this purpose it has made arrange- 
ments with the National Service Com- 
pany for the printing of the Journal 
and various other services set forth in 
our agreements with them. This agen- 
cy has been selected because it is a re- 
sponsible organization, it is in the kind 
of business suited to furnish us the 
services required, and it is peculiarly 








truck farm are sold at moderate 
prices in the main exchange. 

A popular feature with both patrons 
and nearby farmers has been the 
establishment of a semi-weekly open 
air market. Truck farmers to the 
number of sometimes a score, bring 
their wares to the exchange parking 
place, there selling their produce off 
the wagons to the exchange patrons at 
the sellers price, which, competition 
being keen, is generally low. They 
are permitted to accept coupons and 
charge accounts, which the Exchange 
redeems, less the administration over- 
head percentage. 

The Post Exchange council consists 
of the regimental commanders and a 
representative of the special troops. 
In accordance with regulations, sub- 
councils of noncommissioned officers, 
one from each branch and one for the 
Exchange as a whole, meet four times 
a year. A goodly percentage of 
“knocks” are given air during these 
latter meetings, but since they indicate 
customer dissatisfaction, they are 
taken as healthy criticism of existing 
conditions, and the conditions are 
remedied as fast as may be.

two are modernized, which will take 
nearly two years. 

Secretary Adams, appearing before 
the committee on Thursday, told them 
that alterations were imperative in or- 
der to establish parity with Great 
Britain. He urged that the work be 
started as soon as possible because the 
Fleet is “absolutely crippled in this 
class at present.” 

The industrial situation in the navy 
yards was also presented as a reason 
for early action upon the bill, the Sec- 
retary stating that at present the or- 
ganization now present at various 

ards would be of necessity broken up 
i action was delayed. 

The discussion between the Secretary 
and Mr. McClintic preceded an attempt 
by the Oklahoma Representative to 
attach an amendment to the bill pro- 
viding that skeleton decks or other 
facilities for launching bombing planes 
be placed on the battleships, if found 
feasible by the Navy Department. 

Mr. McClintic declared that the 
World War has shown the superiority 
of submarines and destroyers over bat- 
tleships and that subsequent develop- 
ment of bombing airplanes and dirig- 
ibles has rendered the battleship inef- 
fective in war. 

Secretary Adams sharply disagreed 
with his statements. “No responsible 
naval authority,” the Secretary de- 
clared, “with the possible exception of 
Some of the aircraft men, believe that 
he bombing plane is a serious menace 

the battleship. It is extremely dif- 
ficult to hit a battleship with a bomb, 
and if a hit were made, it is doubtful 
that the ship would sink.” 

In regard to the other five battle- 


‘ghips of the Navy which have not been 


modernized, Mr. Adams stated in an- 
Swer to the a question, that it would 
not be necessary to modernize these 
vessels to reach parity with Great 
Britain. Some possible addition in 
deck protection may be necessary, he 
indicated. 

Quite some discussion arose over the 
statements of both Secretary Adams 
and Adm. Rock that two of the vessels 
woud probably be assigned to the navy 
yards at Philadelphia and Norfolk 
for modernization. Members of the 
committee from districts in which other 
navy yards are located protested and 

n amendment was adopted which pro- 
vides that the jobs not be allocated 
until estimates as to the cost of the 
work are submitted by all of the yards 
and the battleships be assigned in ac- 
cordance with these estimates. 

Rear Adm. George H. Rock, Chief 
of the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, was called before the Naval Com- 
mittee Monday. He told them of the 
urgent need for modernization of the 
New Mexico, Mississippi and Idaho. 
This would be necessary, regardless of 
the London Treaty, he declared. 

“Is the Battle Fleet of the Navy 
equal to that of Great Britain,” in- 
quired Representative Vinson of Geor- 
gia, ranking Democrat of the com- 
mittee. 

“No,” answered the Admiral, “That 
is why we want to modernize.” 

“Will we have parity in this class 
when these three vessels are modern- 
ized,” interposed Representative Hale, 
R., of New Hampshire. 

“No,” again replied Adm. Rock, “Not 
until the remaining five battleships, the 
Tennessee, California, Colorado, Mary- 
land and West Virginia are modern- 
ized, will we have parity in this class.” 

At the ‘present time, battleships of 
Great Britain are, on an average, a 
knot and a half faster than those of 
the United States, Adm. Rock testi- 
fied. In reply to a question as to the 
reason for this, the Admiral stated 
that the United States had, in building 
the battleships, held other factors as 
being more important than speed and 
that this in itself was not a test of 
their comparibility. 

Overhaul of these newer vessels 
would cost only about $8,000,000 apiece, 
according to estimates, the Chief Con- 
structor revealed, instead of the $30,- 
000,000 contemplated being spent under 
the project under consideration. 

This would be allotted as follows: 
$10,101,250 for the New Mexico; $9,- 
821,250 for the Mississippi, and $9,- 
871,250 for the Idaho. Additional de- 
fense against submarines and air at- 
tack would be provided for, including 
the installation of blisters, the removal 
of under-water torpedo tubes and the 
installation of above water tubes. The 
feature of blister drainage will add 
to the overhaul, which will run the cost 
up somewhat, but which is considered 
necessary. 

New boilers and turbines will be put 
in the vessels, and the engineering 
equipment will be generally improved. 
The New Mexico will be alloted $3,- 


Lower Age Limit 
THE bill providing that the minimum 
age limit for enlistment in the Na- 
val Reserve and Marine Corps Reserve 
has been ordered favorably reported by 
the House Naval Committee. 
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842,000 for improvement of its machin- 
ery, while $3,732,000 will be spent on 
the Mississippi, $50,000 less than that 
to be spent on the Idaho. 

Equal amounts are allotted for ord- 
nance for the three vessels—$2,461,000. 
Elevation of the guns will be increas- 
ed, new tripod fire-control masts will 
be installed, and the fire-control sys- 
tem will be generally brought up to 
date. 

New airplane launching and handling 
facilities will be provided for and a 
5-inch anti-aircraft battery will be in- 
stalled. 

Work will be started on the Miss- 
issippi and Idaho on March 1, 1931, if 
authorization is obtained in time, Adm. 
Rock testified. It is felt advisable by 
the Navy Department to only take two 
battleships out of the Fleet at one 
time, he stated, and the New Mexico 
will remain with the Fleet until the 
other two are modernized. Twenty-one 
months has been set as the approxi- 
mate time it should take to complete 
the overhaul. 


The Navy Yards at Philadelphia and 
Norfolk have been tentatively selected 
for the work, the Admiral stated, as 
the forces at the two Yards have been 
specially trained for the work of mod- 
ernization. According to estimates 
and results to date, overhauls of all 
kinds can be performed more cheaply 
at the East Coast Navy Yards, than 
at those on the West Coast, he re- 
vealed. It costs less for new construc- 
tion on the West Coast, however, and 
the allotment of work at the various 
yards had been made with this in 
view, it was said. 

Representative Vinson and Represen- 
tative Quayle, D., of New York, both 
protested against the designation of 
these yards for the work. Mr. Vinson 
asked that bids be called for from 
the Navy Yards. 

“That would be all right,” stated 
Adm. Rock, “if there was some way in 
which we could cut out future allott- 
ments of work to yards which fail to 
live up to their bids. We have had 
trouble in the past when Navy Yards 
bid on construction projects and after 
accepting the lowest bid, were unable 
to complete the job within the figure 
quoted. We have taken disciplinary 
steps in such cases, but the only satis- 
factory remedy in these cases would 
be to refuse them further work.” 

Representative Quayle charged that 
the New York Navy Yard had been 
discriminated against by the Navy De- 
partment in the allocation of work. 
Adm. Rock, in denying that this was 
so, pointed out that the Pensacola was 
built at New York and that at present 
the CL 32 is under construction at that 


ard. 

Practically all of Tuesday’s hearing 
was spent in debate over the proposal 
of Representative McClintic to install 
“skeleton launching decks” over the 
gun turrets of the battleships to al- 
low the attachment of large bombing 
planes to the vessels. 

“If you are going to spend this much 
money to modernize these vessels,” he 
declared, “why don’t you really mod- 
ernize them. If you had a battleship 
which could carry large bombing planes, 
capable of flying two or three hundred 
miles and dropping 1000 pound bombs, 
then you would have a real weapon, 
and it would not be necessary to bottle 
them all up in the Mississippi River in 
war time.” 

At first Mr. McClintic wanted landing 
decks installed on the battleships as it 
is contemplated to do with 25 per cent 
of the cruisers under the London treaty. 
Upon being informed that this would 
not be allowed under the treaty, he 
made the suggestion of “launching 
decks,” the planes to be picked up by 
means of cranes. 

Just what the Oklahoma Congress- 
man has in mind in regard to “launch- 
ing decks” was not quite clear, as he 
spoke at one time of it consisting of 
a runway and again as of a catapult. 
His suggestion met with little favor 
with Adm. Rock, who told him that it 
was both “impossible and impractical.” 

Representative Vinson made the pro- 
posal that the bill before the committee 
be amended to include authorization to 
modernize the Tennessee, California, 
Colorado, Maryland and West Virginia, 
setting a limit of $70,000,000 upon the 
entire project and laying out a definite 
program over the next few years. 

As this would clearly prejudice the 
chances of the measure when submitted 
to the House, the Chairman declared
